Dr. Robert Whitney Bolwell, profes- 
sor of American Literature and dean of 
the Summer Sessions, will soon begin a 
new kind of literary pilgrimage of the 
United States. On February 15 he will 
■tart on a flve-month journey by auto- 
mobile which will take him upon a cir- 
cuit of the continent for study and ob- 
servation; a sort of *%ji can tour in 
quest of the American spirit." 

While Professor Bolwell does not con- 
template stopping at tourist camps nor 
patronising wayside hot dog stands, it 
will be his endeavor on this transconti- 
nental journey to get close to the peo- 
ple and to gain a perspective of Amer- 
ica’s way of living and aspect of j 
thought. 

Starting down the east, coast and vis- 
iting Charlottesville, Charleston and 
Savannah on the way. Professor Bol- 
well will cross to the Pacific coast by 
the Southern route. After spending 
some time in California and Washing- 
ton, he will return East through the 
northern States. 

He will visit all of the large universi- 
ties in the path of his itinerary to dis- 
cover what each is doing in/the way of 
research in American literature. Pro- 
fessor Balwell w^l spend some time 
at the Huntington Museum in Los An- 
geles, where there is a large collection 
of Americana, and also will do consid- 
erable work at the University of Wash- 
ington, where research in American lit- 
erature has been considerably de- 
veloped. 

Only Book of Kind 

The monumental work planned by Dr v * 
Bolwell, and which, he says, may take 


comprehensive picture of life as it has 
manifested itself under American de- 
mocracy, projected against the back- 
ground of the racial origins and physi- 
cal environment of the people. 

Professor Bolwell's book will further 
endeavor to plot the course of changing 
cultural ideas within the boundaries of 
America, tracing the gradual growth of 
a conflict which has arisen between the 
highly industrialised East and a slowly 
retreating frontier, clinging to the 
ideals of Jeffersonian democracy. 

Since Washington is the headquarters 
for source materials in American liter- 
ature, Dr. Bolwell seeks to develop con- 
tacts which will lead to the utilization 
of the facilities for graduate study in 
American literature at The George 
Washington University by scholars in 
all parts of the country. 

This University was among the first 
to install courses in American litera- 
ture, and Professor Bolwell, the first in- 
cumbent of its Chair of American Lit- 
erature, has done pioneer research in 
the field.
